T U E SD A Y , SAN ANTONIO. 


D. S. Roberson, 69, native of Ten­ 
nessee, for half a century a citizen 
of this community., died at the Ja ck ­ 
son hospital in San Antonio, Tues­ 
day noon. 
Mr. Roberson had visited 
San Antonio and was at the bus 
station Sunday afternoon, when he 
was suddenly stricken with paralysis;
